A VITAL DECISION. 


The prestige of the: League 
of ‘Nations is likely to be en- 
hanced as a.consequence of the 
unanimous decision of the Com- 
mittee of Nineteen against the 
recognition of Manchukuo. 
This development marks ‘a 
strong and definite line, such as 
the world has awaited for many 
months. It by no manner of 
means represents the last word 
on the situation, but it Is sufi- 
cient to indicate the strength of 
feeling in Geneva. The fact 
that the British Qolegate not 
only supported the decision, but 
declared that Manchukuo does 
not possess attributes entitling 
it to recognition, serves the fur- 
ther useful purpose of demon- 
strating the absurdity of recent 


‘reports which have gained cur- 


rency in China to the effect that 
Britain was likely to stand out 
against any such declaration. 
One report had it that Britain 
had been exerting pressure 
for the deletion of any re- 
ference to non-recognition of 
Manchukuo from. the resolu- 
tion, and another that she 
was willing to give Japan a 
free hand. in Manchuria in re- 
turn for like freedom on her 
part in respect of Tibet. Both 
these canards have now been 
disposed of. The most gratify- 
ing feature of the decision, how- 
ever, is that it has secured un- 
This should 
serve to convince Japan of the 
futility of further opposition on 
this point. As recently as three 
weeks ago the Japancae de- 
legate at Geneva was instructed 
to demand the withdrawal from 
the. resolution of any reference 
to the non-recognition of the 
new State. The League.Com- 
mittee, however, has shown a 
determination to follow the lead 
given by the Lytton Commis- 
sion, which definitely combated 
the Japanese contention that 
Manchukuo was a spontancous 
creation, worthy of recognition 
ns-an independent State. The 
Committee’s decision means, in 
effect, that Japan’s laboured ex- 
planation of how Manchukuo 
came into being is not accepted. 
In other words, Manchukuo is 
viewed as precisely what it is, 
a puppet State. It now remains 
to be seen what Japan’s reac- 
tion to this Intest development 
will be—whether thero has been

Tote Clubs: Doomed. 


The Government ‘is. taking 
definite steps toe suppress the 
“Tote Clubs” in Enginnd, while 
-postponing 
greyhound" racing, "The de. 
cision will be welcomed on all 
hands. The sprend--of- the 
totalisator and the growth of its 
parasites, the tote clubs, make 
an extraordinary story.. The 
Jockey Club and the National 
Hunt Committee obtained leave. 
after a good deal of trouble, to 
set up totalisatora as a means 
of making the sport of betting 
more scientific—and more sim- 
ple. The Racecourse Betting 
Act, 1928, aimed at a careful 
control of the invention: to that 
end it sect up a statutory Con- 
trol Board, which issued au- 
thority to operate. totalisators 
on approved racecourses, a per- 
centage of the money to be de- 
ducted for operating charges, 
and after that for the improve- 
ment of horse-breeding and 
horse-racing. Obviously the law 
intended a statutory limitation 
of the totalisator. But like 
the. musk-rat it was found to be 
impossible to keep it within its 
original enclosure. The limit- 
ing law, apparently, had certain 
gaps through which the totali- 
sator escaped into the open 
country. In 1929 the House of 
Lords decided that those who 
made use of the totalisator in a 
club were not betting with the 
operators of the machine: from 
that decision sprang a multitude 
of clubs and chains: of ‘clubs 
which exist to give their mem- 
bers the opportunity .of vnn- 
tinuous betting—if it can be 
called betting—and their | pro- 
prietors the opportunity of con- 
tinuous profits. Then in -the 
autumn of 1929 the greyhound 
racing track at Carntyne, Glas- 
gow, set up a totalisator, and a 
great many other greyhound 
tracks followed suit. ‘This hap- 
py combination gave a powerful 
impetus to the development of 
the greyhound racing induetry 
by opening “a new and lucrative 
source, of profit.” The number 
of tracks on which totalisaters 
were worked at the end of last 
year numbered no fewer than 
180, and the’ number’ of*' tote 
clubs in existence by that time 
was 284, These clubs cater for 
all classes, and the biggest chain 
(of 82 clubs) has a total -mem- 
bership of 82,000, The tote 
is regarded as an immoral 
baggage “which ought to be 
suppressed at least in so far 
as it has trespassed beyond its 
original statutory limits. 


Women and Hurdles 


Women have scaled so many 
hurdles in the last. half-century 
that they have become aceus- 
tomed to the accomplishment.

Within this comparatively small 
compass, (the Squad would con- 
cede much to be informed of their 
exact whergabouts) are dozens of 
houses coming within the official 
definition of “disorderly”. In 
other words, they function like 
the formerly licensed ratablish- 
ments, are in point of fact un- 
Hcensed, but offer this subtle dis- 
tinction, that the “inmates” live 
apart in private residences, while 
within hailing distance; The 
mondaines make it thelr business to 
keep en rapport pith each and every 
one of these houses. The rest {fs 
just another nocturnal parade but 
between pre-arranged and organiz- 
ed points, and there is not that 
brazen display which gave point 
to the Wanchai affair and so palp- 
ably invited attention. 


The Sources 


Where havo these girls come 
from, and what are the conditions 
of their employment owhich .at the 
best cannot be a happy one? The

FATAL ACCIDENT 


JURY RETURNS VERDICT 
OF MISADVENTURE 


An inquiry was held yesterday 
at the Kowloon Magistracy {nto 
the circumstances 
the death of Captain T. C, Purvis, 
who diced on January 17 this 
yenr, 18 0 result of n fall at the 
Alrlie Hotel on January 16. 

Mr. A. W. G. H. Grantham. the 
Coroner, in outlining the facts 
said that Captdin Purvis attend- 
ed a dance on January 14 at the 
Alrlic Hotel, where he Lived. 
Somewhere about midnight, after 
a dance 
fell on the dance floor. A friend 
and another man’ assisted him 
upstairs to his room on the second 
floor, saw him lie down on tho 
rettec, and then left him. Shortly 
after, one of these men found 
Captain Purvis on the landing 
with a severe wound on tho left 
alde of his hend. A doctor was 
called and trented him there, and 
the next day ho was taken to the 
Kowloon Hospital, where he died. 

Dr. H. B. Matthews in evidence 

‘said that he waa called at two 
o'clock to the Airlie Hotel on 
Sunday morning, January 
On arrival, he found Captain 
Purvis blecding profusely from a 
wound in the left temple. He 
cleansed and stitched the wound. 
stopped the bleeding and left him 
lying on the couch. He saw him 
again at noon and later at 7 p.m. 
of tho samo evening, and as tho 
patient was'then suffering from 
convulsions of the right side of 
the body. he sent him to the Kow- 
loon Hospita! almost immediate- 
ly.

OLD TIME RETIRES. 
AFTER: FIFTY YEARS IN- 
* ‘THE FAR EAST 


By tho doparture for England 
on Fobruary 12 of Mr, E. Gordon 
Lowder, retired Commiasfonor of 
Customs, Shanghai will’ lose ono 
of its most tntoxesting ond force- 
ful porsonalitics,\and ono who is 
linked through his ancestry with 
the carlicst boginnings of British 
enterprise in the Far East, Mr. 
Gordon Lowder has spent 50 of 
his 70 years in China, and for no 
loss 4 period than forty years was 
associated with the Customn ser- 
vice 


.To a North China Daily Nowa 
representative Mr. Gordon Lowd- 
er gave somo interesting facts 
showing that his family’s connec- | 
tlon with China and Japan dates 
back for more than a century and 
a half. Records aro still in exist- 
ence which prove that his great- 
great-grandfather visited Canton; 
in 1762, Tho grandson of this 
early traveller in the Orient was 
first a midshipman in the servico 
of tho Enst India Company, and 
subsequently become first Btitish 
conaulnr chaplain at Shanghal. 
In 1868 ho was drowned at Poctoo, 
and his widow Iater married Sir 
Rutherford Alcock, British Consul 
at Shanghai from 1846 to 1864. 
Afterwards he was appointed first 
British Minister to Yedo, and sub- 
sequently British Minister to Pe- 
king, holding this high office from 
1865 to 1869. . 


Mr. Gordon Lowder’s father, 
tho late Mr. J. F. Lowder, joined 
the British consular servico in 
Japan in the year 1860. He was 
called to the English Bar in 1872, 
and. resigned from the consular 
sorvice the same year in ordo 
to take up an appointment as legal 
adviser to the Yokohama Kencho, 
which he held until 1888, whon 
he commenced a private legal 
practise. 
this he played s prominent part 
in two famous cases, one being the 
ault arising out of a collision be- 
tween the Japanese .cruiser Chi- 
shima and the 'P. and 0, liner 
Ravenna, in which he won the ac- 
tion for the Japanese, and the 
ather the eclebrated Karoo case. 
/Mr. J. F. Lowder died in 1902. 
Mr. Gordon Lowder’s’ maternal 
grandfather, it is interesting to 
note, was the Rev. S. R. Brown 
who came out to the Morrison 
Eduration SYoclety tn Macao in 
1838, leaving for Japan in 1869.

POPULAR TALK GIVEN 
FROM Z.B.W. 


One of the most-intercsting and 
instructivo lectures of o popular 
nature ever given over tho radio 
in Hongkong, was that by Rov. 
Fathot D. Donnally, 8.J.,on Tucs- 
day night. Hao took as his subject 
“The Structure of the Atom, "and 
sald: . : re , 

May I say, before beginning this 
ovening’s talk on the structure of 
the atom, what d pleasure it is to be 
pormitted to speak in this way to 
the Hstencrs-in of ZBW ?—and also, 


what an {mmenso consolation {t is 


to be talking to a microphone! 
For microphones, no matter how 
dull the lecturer who addresses 
them, are fortunately incapable of 
throwing bricks! And on attempt 
by fndignant listeners-in to wreck 
this studlo is, I suppose, hardly 
within the bounds of probability in 
civilized Hongkong! ° : 
1am to speak to you to-night about 
the structure of the atom. Will 
you forgivo-me, if I begin by a fow 
words as to what exactly an atom 
{s?—Most people are, I imagine, 
prepared to bo told that matter, 
the ordinary matter around us; 
chairs and tables and houses and 
the Hke, is built up of tiny funda 
mental particles. Tho ordinary 
man’s conception of, any, what o 


“bar of fron would look like under 


an impossibly-powerful microscope 
fs, that the microscope would 
reveal a certain grittinéss or 
structure: the fron is,.in the last 
analysis, more like sand than Jelly. 


{This ordinary-man’s conception is 
quite correct; gnd these funda-. 
_ mental units, 


ott of which the 
chemical elements aro built up, we 
call. atoms. ; 

All this, of course, was part of 
common knowledge long before 
the development of modern physical 
theory and | modern physical 
methods, But in the old days (i.e 
up to fifty years ago) scientists 
knew of no methods either of 
splitting up atoms, or of detecting 
what happened when they were 
split up; and so they were content 
to deal with the atoms a3.{f they 
wero the smallest existing units. 
Tho world seemed to the scientists 
of Inst contury to be built up out 
of about ninety different types of 
tiny particles, the atoms of the 
chemical elements, hydrogen, oxy- 
gen, carbon, fron and the rest. 

Our problem to-night is, in 
great measure, to discuss what 
happens when these tiny units, iron 
or oxygen atoms, are apiit into two 
parts; and to appreciate what a 
strong Nght has been thrown on 
their internal structure by split- 
ting off from them still tinier 
particles, which prove to be always 
electrically charged, :

And yet it Is possible, by Tmenns 
of modern scientific methods, to 
split an atom inté its component 
parts, and oven—more . jncrediblo 
stilli—to detect the effect produc- 
ed by one singlo such remnant of 
an atom, if its velocity be high 
enough, 

How Is all this done? .To at- 
tempt to answer that question, T 
must ask you to consider with me 
for a few moments a thing which 
is as old as lightning, and as mys- 
torious as matter Itself, the clectric 
spark, . 

The Electric Spark. 


You all know that Sf you set .an 
electrical machine (an’ induction 
coil} in motion, and attach wires 
to the terminals of the coll- 
when you bring the ends of the 
wires close enough together, an 
electric apark Jeaps noisily across 


the intervening gap of air. We. 


say that there is a difference of 
electricu] potentinI between the 
ends of the wires, and the result of 
this potential difference (the word 
really means “clectrical pressure”) 
fa to drive the epark violently teom 
cne wire to the other. : 

Now suppose that “we enclose 
this spark-gap in a glinss tube 
which {s capable -of being 
exhausted of air, 
suction pump to draw the air out 
of the sealed tube. At: first the 
spark continues to pass noisily as 
before; but as the pressure fs 
lowered, the noise diminishes, the 
eloctrical pressure required to force 
the spark across falls greatly, and 
the tube becomes’, filled with ao 
beautiful, flickering glow, or rather, 
{with rapidly-shifting bands of 
jlisht. The colour of the light

Thia glow, naturally, {ntorested 
physicists greatly, What couse 
t? Whero did it como from? 

The Glow Explained. 

Sir William: Crookes was the 
first to show, in 1886, that this 
glow was caused by ao stream of 
tiny particles . proceeding with 
great splogity {rum the' negative 
terminal of the tubo, and imping- 
ing on the walls of:the tube.. One 
of his experiments consisted. for 
instance, In mounting o amall 
‘cross half way down the tube be- 
fore sealing and exhausting, and 
showing that. the shadow of the 
cross was cast on the glowing 
wall at the end of the tube op. 
posite the negative terminal. Fur- 
ther, {f a magnet were brouht 
neur to tho tube, the shadow. mov- 
ed, showing that the stream of 
particles which caused it were 
electrically charged, as they were 
deflected from the straight course 
by the actlon of the magnetic 
field. : : 

The next step.—by no means a 
simple one, by. the way—was to 
mengure, if possible, the mass of 
these flying particles, and their 
electric charge. This was nccom- 
plished at Cambridge by Sir J.J. 


Thomson, one of tho most brilliant |. 


experimentalists in the history 
of physics. He succeeded In de- 
monstrating that the stream con- 
sisted of negatively-charged par- 
ticles, whose velocity was of the 
order of one-tenth the velocity of 


Ught (i.e. about 20,000 miles n]- 


second), and whose mass seemed 
to be about 1/1,800th of the mass 
of the smallest atom then known 
to science, the atom of hydrogen. 

Physiciata had, therefore, suc- 
ceeded in detecting the existenca 
of tiny particles very, very much 
smaller than any atom. 

It in easy to imagine the stir 
caused in scientific cirsles by this 
unexpected discovery. This was, 
however, but the prelude to a 
whole series of discoveries, which 
followed in rapid succession, and 
which, taken in combination, 
showed that men’s ideas as to the

This, thon, vas tho picture of 
tho atom which tho - physicists 
built up for us In laborious, but 
fascinating experiment: {it was 
shown to be a minfature solar sys-| 
tem, consisting of a central sun

the “Rule of Elaven.” 


In my previous article, the rule 
of eleven was oxplaincd. Follow: 
ing are several examples show- 
ing how to apply this rule cor- 
rectly. 


In every case, South is the de- 
elarcr at no’ trump, North the 
dummy, West is the opening lead- 
er and the card Ied ia in paren 
theals. East is.the partner of the 
leader.

West opens the four spot, his 
fourth best.

the aix from dummy, East's seven 
spot will hold the trick. Like- 
wise, if the declarer playa the ten. 
East will win the trick with the 
jack; jf the declarer plays, the 
queen, East will win with the ace. 


Supposing the declarer played 
the six, the seven now holds the 
trick. East should return the ace, 
and then the jack, unblocking the 
sult no thet his partner can make 
tho fifth card of thatsuit. If East 
were to return the five spot, West 
would be. forecd to win with the 
king; then when West returned the 
sult East would have it blocked

“Reforring to Dr. Li's dcparture 
to join the Henry Lester Institute 
of Research in Shanghai, Professor 
Gerrard said he felt it the more 
beenuse Dr. Li had been his rigst- 
hand man in the medical secttou for 
the last three years.

* One of the most intoresting and 
instructive lectures: of a popular 
nature ever given over the radio 
In’ Hongkong, 
Father D. Donnelly, 8.J., on Tucs- 
day night. He took o5 his subject 
“The Structure of the Atom,” and 
sald: 

May I say, before beginning this 
evening’s talk, on tho. structure of 
the atom, what a pleasure it {s to be 
permitted to speak in this way to 
tho listeners-In of ZBW7—and also, 
what an immense consolation it is 
to bo talking to a microphono!

1am to speak to you to-night about 
the structure of the atom. 


- you forgive me, if I begin by a few 


words a5 to-what exactly an. atom 
‘is?—Most people are, 1 imagine, 
‘prepared to be told that matter, 
the ordinary matter around us 
ebsirs and tables and houses and 
the like, is bullt up of tiny fundo 
‘mental particles. Tho ordinary 


i] man's conception of, say, what a 


bar of iron would Jook like under 
!an imposs{bly-powerful microscope 
‘fs. that’ the microscope would 
reveal a certain grittiness or 
structure: tho fron is, in the last 
‘analysis, more like sand than Jelly, 
|Thia ordinary-man's conception is 
quite correct; and these funda- 
; mental units, out of which tho 
chemical elements are built up, wo 
call atoms, 

All this, of course, was part of 
common knowledge long before 
the development of modern physical 
theory and modern physical 
methods. But in the old days (i.e 
up to fifty years ago) scientists 
knew of no methods either of 
‘eplitting up atoms, or of detecting 
what happened when they wero 
split up; and so they were content 
to denl with the atoms as if they 
wero the smallest existing units. 
The world scemed to the scicntists 
of Inst century to be built up out 
,of about nincty different types of 
tiny particles, the atoms of the 
| chemical elements, hydrogen, oxy- 
gen, carbon, fron and the rest. 
Our problem to-night 18, in 
great measure, to discuss what 
happens when these tiny units, iron 
or oxygen atoms, are split Into two 
parts; and to appreciate what a 
strong light has been thrown on

First of all, however, how big fs 
an atom? Well, ¢ Is a rathor 
dificult qucstion to answer in .a 

jpular lecture, because the hum- 
Pers involved are almost stunning 
Suppose wa 
take a match-box full of air, and 
divido {it into a million parts. 
Suppose we tako one of these tiny 
parts, and divide it into o million 
parts; and suppose wo again take 
one-of these parts, and divide that 


‘Into.a million parts. In-cach of the 


tiny cubes of air left ofter this 


last division, there will be porhaps 


1,000 molecules—and a molecula 


(which 1s an agglomeration of 


atoms, into the nature of which it 
is unnecessary to enter hero) in 
two, three, ten times as big as an 
atom. Moreover; it is clear, with- 
out any scientific training at all, 
that the atoms are far moro tight- 
ly packed together in a solid subs- 
tance such as fron, than In a mix- 
ture of gnacs such ag air. Even 
if my calculation is a trifle wrong, 
and the Inst tiny cube resulting 
from our divisions contains only 
100, or only. 10 molecules, instead 
of 1,000, it docs not really matter 
much. The example. may, hel 
you to realize how {incredibly small 
an atom is. 7 7 

And yet it is possible, by means 
of: modern scientific methods, to 
split an atom’ into {ts component 
parts, and even—more jineredible 
etilll—to detect the effect produc- 
ed by one single such remnant of 
an atom, if its velocity bo high 
enough. ' 

How {Is alt this done? To at- 
tempt to anawer that question, T 
must ask you to consider with me 
for a few moments o thing which 
{fs ns old as lightning, and as mys- 
terious os matter itself, the clectric 
spark. 

The Electric Spark. 


You all know that ff you set an 
electrical machine (an induction 
coll) in motion, and attach wires 
to the terminals of the coil. 
when you bring the ends‘of the 
wires close cnough together, an 
electric spark leaps noisily. across 
tho [ntervening gap of air. Wo 
say that there is a difference of 
electrical potential between _ the 
ends of the wires, and the result of 
this potential difference (the word 
really means “electrical pressure”) 
fs to drive the spark violently trom 
one wire to the other, 

Now supposo that wo encloso 
this spark-gap in a glass tube 
which is capable of being 
exhausted of alr, and apply a 
suction pump to draw the air out 
of the ‘sealed tube. At first the 
spark continucs to pass noisily as 
before: but as the pressure is 
lowered, the noise diminishes, the 
electrical pressure required to force 
the spark across falla greatly. and 
the tube becomes filled with a 
beautiful, flickering glow, or rather, 
with rapidly-shifting- bands of 
light. The colour of the Nght 
upon many fae- 


‘lees. 
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tors, tho naturo of tho gas in the 
tube, tho nature of the glass of 
which it is made, ctc,-. Many gases, 
howover, give wonderfully beauti- 
ful colour-effecta; and it is upon 
this property of the discharge-tube, 
as it is called, that the electric- 
light advortisements In our big 
citles depend. These. advertiae- 
ments .are simply  cleverly-bont 
discharge-tubes, which glow in 
the form of letters of ght, twhon 
the clectric current is passed 
through them. 

Reduco the: presguro still fur- 
ther, however, and the beautiful 
illumination in great moasure 
vanishes; its placo is taken by a 
peculiar grocnish’ glow, coming 
from the walls of the containing 
tube, and hot, apparently, from the 
electric discharge. Itself, which at 
this stage of exhatation ig colour- 

.This glow, naturally, interested 
physicists groatly. What cause 
it? Whero did it como from? 


The Glow Explained. 


Sir William Crookes was the] 


firat to show, In 1886, that this 
glow was caused by a stream of 
tiny particles proceeding ‘with 
great velocity frum the negative 
termina] of the tube, and imping- 
ing on the walls of the tube. One 
of his experiments consisted. for 
instance, In mounting a small 
cross half way down the tube be- 
fore sealing and exhausting, and 
showing that the shadow of the 
cross was: cast on the glowing 
wall at’ the end of the tube op- 
posite the negative terminal, Fur- 
ther, if a magnet wore brought 
near to the tubs, the shadow mov- 
ed, showing that the stream of 
particles which caused it were 
electrically charged, as thoy were 
deflected from the straight course 
by the action of the magnetic 
field. . 

The next step,—by no means a 
simple one, by tho way—was to 
measure, if possible, 
these flying particles, and their 
electric charge. This was accom- 
plished at Cambridge by Sir J. 3. 
Thomson, one of the most brilliant 
experimentalists in- the history 
of physics. He succeeded in de- 
monstrating that the stream con- 
sisted of negatively-charged par- 
ticles, whose velocity was of the 
order of one-tenth the velocity of 
light (i.e, about 20,000 miles a 
second), and whose mass scenied 
to be about 1/1,800th of the mass 
of the smallest atom then known 
to science, the atom of hydrogen. 

Physicists had, therefore, suc- 
ceeded in detecting the existence 
of tiny particles very, very much 
smaller than any atom. 


It is easy to imagine tho stir 
caused in scientific cirtles by this 


unexpected discovery. This was, 
however, but ‘the prelude to a 
pa es series of discoveries, which 
followed in rapid succession, and 
which, taken in combination, 
showed that men’s fdeas as to the
